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” HAPPENINGS OF THE WEEK 


The most significant incident developed by the 
Senate's delay in confirming the President’s nomi- 
nees for his reorganized Cabinet was the action 
of Senator Culberson, who read considerable ex- 
tracts from an alleged speech made by Mr. Bona- 
parte at Chicago in September, 1899. The speech 
was strongly against the enforcement of the anti- 
trust laws. “Emphatically no legislative action in 
regulation or restraint of combinations, whether by 
Congress or State legislatures, is desirable,” the 
speaker said. He expressed the opinion that public 
men, with few exceptions, were unfit to be intrust- 
ed with power of this kind and were likely to use 
it fer blackmailing purposes. Senator Culberson 
asked if a man holding such views were the right 
man to be made Attorney-General and trusted with 
the enforcement of the anti-monopoly laws. Sen- 


ator Knox replied for the administration that, like 


many other people, Secretary Bonaparte had changed 
his views. *No doubt the question Senator Culber- 
son wished to put before the country is of whether 
the Cabinet reorganization involves a post-election 
change of administration program. 


The controversy between France and the Pope 
passed its greatest crisis during the week, when 
France officially took control of all church prop- 
erty whose holders had refused to comply with 
French legislation intended to separate chu bh. and 
state. The total values involved are ies at 
$200,000,000, Some little disturbance followed, but 
it was in remote districts and not sufficient to sug- 
gest the magnitude of results which are still like- 
ly to follow in French politics and the politics of 
Europe. France is not likely to recede from its 
main position, but it may be prudent enough to 
abandon every position in which it will appear to 
be seeking not to separate religion from political 
force, but to use political force to control religion. 


A remarkable criminal trial was that of Mrs. A. 
F. Birdsong, the niece of Senator McLaurin of Mis- 
Bissippi, Whom a Mississippi jury convicted of man- 
slaughter in spite of the strongest appeals to “high- 
er law.” She was indicted for killing a physician on 
information that he had boasted of his influence 
over her. With this as the point of “higher law” 
for the real defense, the defense of emotional insan- 
ity was so combined that the possibility of convic- 
tion seemed remote, It followed, however, in spite 
of what had been her high social standing. The 
final result on the appeal of the case is doubtful, 
but the verdict of the trial jury is one of the most 
notable defeats for “higher law” it has met as a de- 
fense in murder cases, 


The Superintendent of Education in St. Louis told 
readers of the Post-Dispatch during the week that 
while the United States remain a peaceful nation, 
he sees at present no necessity for establishing 
shooting galleries in connection with the public 
Schools. The idea of being always ready and able 
ta shoot well enough to be sure of “getting the 
drop,” individually and nationally, was illustrated 


immediately afterwards by the confession of two 
‘St. Louis youths, explaining a homicide at Wash- 


ton, Mo. They had practiced to become experts with 
the revolver, and at Washington “they got the drop” 
eakily enough. They did not intend to shoot, they 
explained, but the “drop” went off accidentally, as 
if were, and the results of modern automatic fire- 
arnis with steel-jacketed bullets were fatal. 

Phe severe winter in Russia may renew the 
tepubles of that country at their worst. Russian 
manufacturing industries which were forced forward 
in connection with its great schemes of railroad ex- 
tension are now depressed. The closing down of the 
factories at Lodz threw 30,000 people out of work.

Ae- 
cording to the Storers, the President, while Gover- 
nor of New York, wished to have Archbishop Ire- 
land made a cardinal by the Pope and kept the 
same mind after becoming President. They pub- 
lished letters addressed to them as “Dear Bellamy” 
and “Dear Maria.” to show how closely they were in 
touch with “Dear Theodore” before the rupture. 
The President did not hesitate to admit a “deep 
friendly interest” in Archbishop Ireland, but flatly 
denied suggesting or authorizing official action by 
Mr. Storer as an American Ambassador, attempting 
to represent the White House at the Vatican. ‘Lhe 
Storers were put in the attitude of falsifying the 
evidence. They seemed to have forced the original 
crisis by not being able to make the distinction be- 
tween official and unofficial action. 


The President’s special message on Porto Rico rec- 
ommended that the Porto Ricans be raised from the 
position of subject colonists to nominal American 
citizenship, with no change in the present system 
of controlling them. He praised this system as the 
‘best possible for its purposes and gave statistics of 
increased production under it in most lines except 
coffee, for which he asked relief from Congress. 
Much outside capital has been invested in the is- 
land. and with lavor available under “colonial con- 
trol,” used with more tact than the Spaniards used 
it under the same system, the increase in Porto 
Rican exports may continue. A final question 
would be the competition of production, controlled 
under the colonial system, with that of the pro- 
ducers and manufacturers in the United States, for 
the control of whose operatives the colonial system 


is not available. 


The coal famine in the Northwest has become 80 
severe that the inhabitants of that region are un- 
dergoing great suffering and are in peril of their 
lives. The excuse given is that cars cannot be had, 
although in at least one case orders haye been out 
two months. The gravity of the conditions may 
be measured by the fact that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has admonished the roads “to 
make every possible effort to meet at once the needs 
and relieve the suffering of those dependent upon 
the facilities of your road.” The first duty of the 
commission is to relieve the distress. This they have 
undertaken to do.’ It is hoped that, this done, they 
will look into the car shortage and ascertain if pos- 
sible of the excuse is legitimate, and if so, how the 
failure can be remedied for the future. aa 
rr 

CHRISTMAS “RENOVATIQN.” 

This December once move, the discovery is made

ACCIDENT AND PROGRESS. 

The award of the Nobel peace prize of $40,000 to 
President Roosevelt recalls an incident which goes 
far into the meaning of what we generally call 
“modern progress.” The peace prize is a result of 
the fortune made by the Swedish scientist, Dr. Al- 
fred Bernhard Nobel; and this fortune, amounting 
to nearly $10,000,000 at his death, it is said “he 
traced back to an accident.” As the “resulf of ac- 
cident” a cask holding nitroglycerin leaked into 
‘the sand in which it was packed, and: from this 
mixture of the nitroglycerin and sand Nobel got the 
idea which made him the inventor of dynamite. ‘lhe 
demand for dynamite as a high explosive, readily 
handled not only in war, but for all the purposes 
for which high explosives are constantly demanded 
in peace, “made his fortune.” | 

Perhaps the idea of offsetting the destructive- 
ness of war, to which accident had made him a con- 
tributor, worked out into his broad design of pro- 
moting peace through prizes for “idealistic litera- 
ture” and for those who have distinguished them- 
selves in any particular way as peacemakers. This 
is merely incidentally interesting an illustra- 
tion of the way an active mind works in that par- 
ticular direction, Such prizes may or may not bring 
the result intended. Milton’s “Paradise Lost,” 
Goethe’s “Faust,” Shakspeare’s “Hamlet.” Dante’s 
“Divine Comedy” and Gray's “Elegy” are examples 
of the literature Dr, Nobel wished to promote. by 
prizes from his profits on dynamite. It i¢ not likely. 
that one of them, or an approach to any one of 
them could have come from any mind capable of at- 


as 





tempting such work for a money prize. It is more 
likely that they come under the same law which 
results in great scientific discoveries: and almost 
invariably this law seems to work along what may 
be called “the line of accident.” é 

A housewife sets a kettle on her fire when a boy 
“happens” to be in the kitchen watching her, The 
result is the steam engine. An apple “happens” to 
fall when a thinker “happens” to be walking near 
the tree. The result is the theory of gravitation. 
So with a hundred other stories, auttentic and 
doubtful, until, as the humor of the law of progress 
we have lithographing and the modern processes of 
color printing traced to the seat of the leather

same forces which work at Christmas never fail to: 


one had carelessly left in a chair. 

It does nof specially matter that many 
stories are doubtful. They all illustrate the gen- 
eral truth, first defined in the “age of Shakspeare” 
and expressed by him after it had been put to work 
by Bacon as the rule of work for progress. Ac- 
cording to Shakspeare, it is not only accident, but 
even “indiscretions,” which “sometimes serve us 
well when our best plots do pall.” 

This may belong to something higher than the 
common working of progress. It is certain that the 
greatest things of progress come, not by “logic,” as 
was once thought, but by the simplest habit the 
mind has, the natural habit of trying such experi- 
ments as children are taught in our kindergartens, 
of “putting two and two together,” and then look- 
ing at the result. Experiment, comparison, observa- 
tion, bring the mind to the “line of accident” on 
which these great results come, not really by acct- 
dent, but by the combination of qualities which ig- 
norance has kept apart by failure to compare, to 
experiment, to observe. 

There is no practical work in the life of a great 
city or of the world in general in which great re- 
sults might not come at any time from setting aside 
a small sum yearly to “exploit” this line of accident 
in every business under its own laws of experiment, 
If what seems to be 


such 


comparison and observation. 
accident cannot be compelled to “happen” when it 
is expected and in the way expected, results thus far 
reached show that it is sure to give r sults, often 
far beyond the possibility of expectation. The 
greatest results of “modern progress” haye come thus 
and it is not likely that they will come otherwise 


in the future.

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FAIR RAILROAD RATES. 

Of 30 replies to questions put by the Post-Dis- 
patch to members of the State Legislature concern- 
ing their opinion of the proposed legislation to fix 
a uniform rate of 2 cents per mile for passenger 
traffic in this State, all are favorable. Twenty-one 
of these 30 say they will vote for a measure of 
that kind; nine, without committing themselves to 
an actual vote, express favorable opinions. 

These replies, which are from Senators and Rep- 
resentatives, are a fair indication of the sentiment 
of the people of the State in favor of a reduction 
of railroad rates. With the Governor favoravle to 
action; with Attorney-General Hadley forcibly ex- 
pressing the opinion, based upon actual investiga- 
tion, that the present freight rate regulation law 
should stand with one exception—the livestock rate 
—and that a passenger rate of 2 cents per mile 
would be fair upon trunk lines, with a possible in- 
crease of 1 cent for branch lines, there is a practical 
certainty that a rate reduction law will be passed 
by the Legislature. 

The Post-Dispatch does not advocate any unfair- 
ness to the railroads or any lack of consideration of 
their vital interests, which are bound up with the 
interests of the people. But the railroads will have 
to show the people and the Legislature that a re- 
duction which will at least put this State on a parity 
with neighboring States will not be fair to the rail- 
In short, the demand is for fair rates, a fair

DEFENDERS OF STATE RIGHTS. 

It is not wonderful that the Wall street finan- 
ciers, corporation lawyers and trust builders were 
excited to indignation and patriotic wrath by Mr. 
Root’s so-called k&ttack upon “state rights.” 

They are the very men who by their abuse of 
power and monopoly compelled people to turn for 
relief from economic oppression to the general goy- 
ernment. The right of the States, carefully defined 
and preserved by the Constitution, have been con- 
venient barricades behind which the financiers have 
carried on a subtle guerilla warfare against the 
general interest. The Interstate Commerce law was 
enacted because the great railroad systems had vio- 
lated their obligations as common carriers. The anti- 
trust law was passed because corporations and com- 
bines had ignored and defied the principles of law 
and justice. The Meat Inspection law was passed 
because the packers had assumed the “right” to sell 
dirty and decayed meat to the public. And when 
manufacturers sold poisonous food to the market 
the Congress passed the Pure Food law. 

National action to restrain the lawless doings 
of these new and zealous supporters of State rights 
became necessary because they refused to restrain 
themselves within the bounds of law, and the States 
did not or could not exert the restraining power

WHAT THE DICTOGRAPH DOES. 

An Eastern man is credited with the invention of 
an appliance to be attached to telephones that pro- 
mises greatly to broaden the scope of usefulness of 
these highly necessary instruments, says the Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer. The inventor calls it the dicto- 
graph and by its use the necessity of talking direct- 
ly into a transmitter is done away with, The instru- 
ment gathers in the sounds from a radius of Many 
feet and transmits them in a magnified form. The 
sounds are delivered with-a strength and clearness 
that enables the listener to understand them at 4a 
surprising distance. It is claimed that an instru- 
ment of this character placed on the speaker's desk 
in the House of Representatives would enable per- 
sons on the outside of the building distinctly to 
hear all that took place during the session. It will, 
if the inventor’s claims are well founded, permit 
members of a church congregation to remain at home 
and enjoy the pastor’s sermon, In short, there are 
any number of uses, both practical and entertaining, 
to which this remarkable invention may be put. 





SCIENTIFIC FARMING IN JAPAN. 

The little brown men of Japan are mostly farmers. 
Agriculture is the greatest of all Japanese indus- 
tries and affords occupation to more than 60 per cent 
of the population. The state recently has fostered 
the application of scientific principles to farming and 
directed improvements in a singularly sweeping and 
far-sighted manner. Roads and waterways used for 
agricultural purposes have been rearranged and 
straightened, the use of machinery promoted, and 
measures taken to prevent damage by flood. Agri- 
cultufal co-operative societies Have been encouraged 
and the supply of capital for farming facilitated by 
the establishment of banks. State experimental farms 
have been established for the purpose of invéestigat- 
ing seeds, diseases and insect pests, and for improv- 
ing the breeding of stock. In order to improve the 
silk industries institutes have been established for 
the training of experts in silkworm rearing and 





fflature. The output and quality of the silk produced 
are increasing. With regard to tea, experiments are 
conducted at the state farms in the rearing of tea 
plants and in the improvement of manufacturing 
machinery. The result is a reduction in manual labor, 
diminution in the cost of production and improve- 
ment in quality. 


UNDERGROUND COAL STORAGE. 
Continued uncertainty of the coal supply, due to 
strikes and other conditions beyond the control of 
the manufacturer, has led to a careful consideration 
of the problemi of coal storage. The Western Elec- 








tric Co., after carefully investigating the question, 
decided to follow the practice adopted by the British 
Admiralty. Two storage bins, one of 4000 and the 
other of 10,000 tons capacity, both located below the 
normal ground level, have been constructed, into 
which coal may be dumped from cars and taken out 
by means of a locomotive crane fitted with a grab- 
bucket. Carefully executed tests in Europe show that 
nearly 30 per cent of the heating value of coal is lost 
in six weeks when stored exposed to the air. By

keeping the bins flooded, the company expects to re- 
duce the losses of the coal to approximately 2 per 
cent of its heating value after six months to a year 
storage. By this system there is provided sufficient 
coal to operate the plant, under normal winter con- 
ditions, for four months. 


PICTURE OF ENTIRE SPEECH. 


Photographs of single vowel sounds or musical 
notes have been made for a considerable time, but 
with the improved recording system of K. Marbe, a 
German investigator, into the psychology of language, 
we may obtain a continuous picture of an entire 
speech. 

Using Konig’s gas flame, which oscillates in 
height with the vibrations of the gas container, he 
registers the sound motion in smoke instead of by 
photography. Tke gas is passed through a tube into 
& capsule closed by a membrane and having a Suita- 
ble burner tube, the capsule is placed on a box with 
the membrane over a circular aperture and vibrations 
are set up by a tuning fork at one side of the box 
or by a telephone membrane. A strip of paper is 
slowly wound from one rol] to another just above 
the flame. While there is no vibration, the paper is 
smoked a uniform gray color, but when the tuning 
fork or telephone membrane is made to act the flame 
is rapidly osciuated and the smoked record is broken 
up into a series of little tongues pointing in the direc. 
tion of the tape’s motion. 

The tongues vary in size and shape. Hach vowel 
spoken into the telephone gives a characteristic series 
of vibrations and words produce varying combina- 
tions. 


CHEAPER LIQUID AIR. 


Recent experiments in ngland performed with 
liquid air have resulted in a cheaper process of man- 
ufacture which, it is thought, will give an ultimate 
low price of less than three cents a gallon, 

The process is purely mechanical, the air being 
compressed to 2500-pound pressure and then liquefied 
at 125-pound pressure, by the cold obtained from its 
expansion. 

It is sald that the component gases of liquid air 
are readily separated, and it could, therefore, be used 
to furnish oxygen gas for medical and scientific pur- 
poses, and liquid oxygen for welding iron and steel, 
The liquid nitrogen would also be valuable, and 
could be used for refrigerating and fertilizing pur- 


poses. 


INTERNATIONAL PLANT CONFERENCE. 

The growing recognition of the necessity for the 
systematic governmental introduction of exotic 
plants is indicated by the announcement that in the 
near future there will be held in Paris an interna- 
tiona] conference devoted to the selection and intro- 
duction of the useful plants. The work of the Bu- 
reau of Plant Industry in this country has been fully 
appreciated by the farmers and commercial seed- 
men, as well, and already the returns from new 
crops introduced through the bureau's agency have 
repaid many fold the Federal expenses incurred in

Jews and Poles Cannot or Will

8T. PETERSBURG, Dec. 15.—The 
council] of ministers has decided the elec- 
tions shall take place Dec. 25, but it is 
hard to tell, from the attitude of the 
People in general, that such im- 
portant event 1s approaching. The en- 
thusiasm of last year’s election is lack- 
ing. The peasants are not hopeful. The 
workinggmen, in most cases, do not seem 
to take the voting privilege seriously. 

The reactionaries do not know whether 
to be pleAsed or worried over the situ- 
ation. They cannot predict what the out- 
come will be. They may succeed in get- 
ting a conservative Duma or they may 
@gain be confronted ‘by a representation 
Of radicals of all shades. he revolu- 
tionists are also uneasy. They cannot 
agitate among the voters as effectively 
as they did last year. They, therefore, 
fear the outcome. 

There is a general belief that many 
persons will refrain from voting. One| 
thing is certain, the Government will 
exert all possible influence to keep as 
many revolutionists and radicals from 
the polls as possible. To prohibit this 
more effectively it has already prohib- 
ited the issuing of appeals to voters in 
other language than Russian. This, of 
course, is a hard blow to liberals and 
radicals. There are large numbers of 
voters. among the older Jews who can 
not read Russian and of the Poles, who 
have a right to vote, many read only 
Polish. Other nationalities are here in 
large numbers. 

Appeals From Babel. 

Before the previous election 
festo¢s, appeals and notices to voters 
were distributed ih all languages used 
in Russia. Everybody became interest- 


ed. 

There are cases where persons have 
refused to read an appeal in Russian. 
They call it the language. of the Czar, 
who oppresses them. The ‘Poles see in 
this language the instrument for de- 
Struction of their nationality. : The Fin- 
landers regard Russian as the language 
of tyranis and the older and more or- 
thodox Jews see in the Russian lan- 
guage the tongue of hoodlums, toughs and 
robbers who butchered and robbed their 
brothers. 

These nationalities speak or read Rus- 
sian only when compelled to do so. ,An- 
other difficulty is that appeals in the 
Russian do not reach their hearts. If 
spoken to in their own languages, they 
understand, appreciate and are moved. 
But not by Russian words. 

The radicals regard the order as an 
Ominous sign of what the Government 
intends to do at the election and after 
thé Duma assembles. The Cadet party 
has already issued a strong manifesto 
enouncing the Government. It will be 
fmembered, the Cadets have always 
been moderate in their demands. They 
only ask for a real Constitution, one 
that will not be a dead [etter. At their 
last convention they considered a reso- 
lution declaring passive resistance only. 
This instance is proof that the Cadets 
are extremely mild in their attitude 
toward tne Government.

This marvelous accomplishment, 
ceased to be appalling. 

As it came early in January, Mar- 
riott’s féat was the first record breaker 
of 190,...As the spring season rolled 
around records were falling as rapidly 
as the buds were growing. Every day 
the papers were filled with accounts of 
marvelous speed attained through some 
form of locomotion. New records were 
established in automobiling, bicycling, 
horse racing, man running, motor-boat 
racing, swimming, long distance train 
running, airship sailing, ballooning and 
numerous othérs too technical and in- 
tricate for the ordinary reader. 

Of all these the record established by 
Marriott stands out the most promi- 
nent. A mile in 28 2-5 seconds is the 
fastest that man, or any machine con- 
trived by man, has ever traveled.

The details of the contsruction of this 
flying machine are kept secret, but it 
is known that they made a flight of 24 
miles in 38 minutes. That is practic- 
ally the same speed for a mile as 
made by Salvator, the race horse, 1:35. 

Speaking of aerial navigation, the 
balloonists have also established a 
record. In a flight from Pittsfield, 
Mass., last summer, Leo Stevens, the 
aeronaut, and three friends made 78 
miles an hour before a stiff wind. 
They traveled 160 miles in two hours 
and 25 minutes, going a roundabout 
course, 

In Germany, Count von Zeppeling 
reached a speed of 33 miles an hour in 
his famous airship, which is the largest 
ever constructed. It has two engines 
of 170-horsepower, and these enabled 
him to attain a speed greater than that 
made by the Labaudy Brothers, aero- 
nauts, who went 24 miles near Paris in 
an hour. 

The motor boat also came into the 
record-breaking limelight during 1906. 
The Standard, owned by Price McKin- 
ney, went a mile up the Hudson River 
in 1.56, which happens to be practically 
the same speed as that of Dan Patch, 
the pacing horse, who went the same 
distance in a fraction less than 1.56. 

In swimming, Charles M. Daniels of 
New York lowered so many records 
during the year than an enumeration 
would take too much space. His fastest 
time was 100 yards in 57 3-5 seconds, a 
new world’s record. 

In running, Dan Kelly established a 
world’s distance in 9 3-5 seconds. This 
record was the same as that made by 
Arthur Duffey some time ago, but as 
all his records have been erased from 
the official books, Kelley’s feat is con- 
sidered the record. No other man ever 
traveled on his feet as fast as Kelley 
and Duffey. 

The dumb beasts must not be left out 
in this resume of speed marvel, as Rose- 
ben, owned by Davy Johnson, ran seven 
furlongs at Belmont Park in October 
in 1 minute and 22 seconds. The fast- 
est time made by a horse for that dis- 
tance before was the record established 
by Halifax. He made it in 1 minute and 
25 seconds.

OTCH AND BEELL 
T TOMORROW 


Pair Come Together for the Sec- 
ond Time for the Wrestling 
Championship. 
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Frank Gotch, ex-champion wrestler, 
and Fred Beell, the present holder of 
the American title, will meet in a 
match for the championship at Kan- 
sas City tomorrow evening. Two 
weeks ago last night, Beell won the 
championship from Gotch at New Or- 
leans. 

In spite of the fact that Beell only 
recently defeated Gotch, the Iowa 
man is favorite to defeat Beell to- 
morrow night. The facts of the New 
Orleans match were peculiar. Gotch 
weighed 202 pounds and Beell 169 be- 
fore the men went on the mat. Beell 
stands 5 feet 4 inches to 6 feet for 
Gotch. 

Gotch pinned Beell’s shoulders to 
the mat after 81 minutes of wrestling 
in the first round, in which Gotch 
seemed to be easily the superior of 
the Wisconsin farmer. 

In the second bout Your times in suc- 
cession Beell picked Gotch up bodily 
off the floor and slammed him down 
on the mat as hard as he could. The 
fifth time he did the trick was after 
39 minutes of wrestling. Gotch’s head 
hit the floor and he was temporarily 
stunned. Beell rolled him over for a 
fall.

After a 20-minute rest 
he came back for the third bout, but 
Beell simply walked out of his corner 
and grabbing Gotch about the waist 
flung him to the canvas and pinned 
his shoulders to the canvas in exact- 
ly 30 seconds, which gave to him the 
second fall, match and championship.

Charlies F. Jones was born in what is known as

young and secured a place in a hotel there owned 
by William Marsh Rice, It Was while acting as a 
bootblack at this hotel that he attracted Rice's at- 
tention and was taken up by the millionaire aft- 
erwards he became @ confidential man te Rice act- 
ing as his secretary, valet and buffer. 

After Rice's death tn New York, Joneg ana Pat- 
rick were arrested on a charge of forgery. Later 
Jones confessed that he had murdered Rice at the 





the ground that, from a medical standpoint, the 
poisoning of Rice as detailed by Jones wag utterly 
impossible. Ali this has occurred since Jones’ dis- 
appearance and adds the more to the desire of Mrs.

Tabb owned a small schooner called 
the Rappallo, and previous to the appearance of 
Jones, many witnesses say, was in very, moderate 
circumstances. After Jones joined him, Tabb sold 
the Rappallo for $300. The man who purchased the 
beat says he learned from those who had been ¢™- 
ployed on it that Jones had lived sumptuously during 
his stay, occupying a small cabin. where he was SUP- 
plied with the best of foods and liquors and where he 
frequently entertained parties of friends from Gal- 
veston. 

While making his headquarters “with Tabb. Jones 
frequently visited his old home Cove, Tex., and while 
there renewed his acquaintance with Caroline Wright, 
daughter of George Wright, a Texas farmer living 
near the home of Jones’ sister. Jones was coldly 
received by his old neighbors at first, and this seems 
te have worried him a great deal. Various friends 
say he complained that he was treated by his old #*- 
sociates as & murderer and forger, when, in fact. nis 
greatest crime was that of perjury, committed to s*ve 
his own life from a net of circumstantia! evidence. 
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Repeatedly, these friends say, he declared that 
neither he nor Patrick was guilty of the murder of 
Rice, but that the old miillionaire died a natura! 
death, Jones is quoted as saying that he purposely 
made many conflicting statements about the mat- 
ter, believing that Patrick's lawyers would be abvie 
to tear down such evidence after Jones had been re- 
irased and was himself secure from persecution and 
prosecution. 

Hie is also said to have stated that he would will- 
ingly go back to New York and right the wrong he 
had perpetrated if he was assured that the conse- 
quences to himself would not be greater than a sen- 
tence for perjury. This assurance he seemed to be 
gaining, and at one time there is reason to believe 
that Patrick and his friends felt certain Jones 
would appear at the next hearing of the case in New 
York and tell his story. But a new element entered 
the already tangled case. 

Jones, it is related, joined the little church near 
his father’s home at Cove, Tex., and became a Gea- 
con and superintendent of the Sunday School, Jones 
has sald that his father and mother were both relig- 
ious enthusiasts, and many others in the settlement 
In which he was born also seam to have been.

T last Uncle Sam has awakened to 
the imrortance of fortifying the 
? mouth of the Mississippi River. 
Entrance by a hostile fleet to the greatest 
natura] waterway in the world—the key to 
a vast empire with enormous population 
and gigantic wealth—is now to be prevent- 
a present Togo or Beresford = cou!d, 
without successful oppusition, come in from 
the Gulf and up to St. Louis with their 12- 
inch guns on light-draft seagoing ships and 
blow this city out of existence in a few 
hours. Every city, town and village on 
the Mississippi, the Ohio, the Tennessee, the 
Missouri, the Arkansas and the Red River 
of the South is at the mercy of such a: for- 
eign fleet. 

Some of the most powerful warships in 
the world draw less than 14 feet of water, 
like the Arkaesas, which came up and an- 
chored opposite St. Louis, where she exhib- 
ited her 12-inch rifles. No heavier guns 
than 13s were used by Togo in the battle 
of the Sea of Japan, or by Sampson in the 
naval battle of Santiago. 

St. Philip and Fort Jackson, the historic de-

aceess; the erection of quarters and other buildings 
necessary to accommodate 2100 men, including ofii- 
cers, which wouid be the requisite war strength of 
the garrison of the two forts; the complete sanita- 
tion of the place and the building of a sea wall sim- 
liar to that at for the protection of For 
St. Philip from the river side and tida 
waves from the gulf. 

Before the Spanish-American war the United States 
coast defenses were regarded more as pretty toys 
to be shown to visitors from abroad than as possess- 
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vasion. In time of war the nation could 
dealt such a blow as no amount of succes 
vould counterb”.ance. If a hostile fleet shou'd 
pass New Orkans the fal of Vicksburg, Memphis 
and St. Louis would follow in quick succession. By 
the use of light draft vessele an enemy eould readily 
ascend the Ohio and the Tennessee rivers 
duce Cincinnati and Nashville. 

It has been demonstrated that a naval monster can 
steam up to St. the Arkinse~ bearing 13-ine:

With St. Louis once taken it would be a compara- 
tively simple matter to arm a fleet of river boats and 
continue the tour of conquest as far up the Mis- 
sissippi as St. Paul and Minreapolis. er un the Mis- 
souri River to Kansas City, St. Joseph and even 
as far as Omaha, levying tribute ev ryvwhere, layi-g 
waste the country all along the route and brirging the 
horrors of war into the very heart of the nation.

Gathering additional force 
from the new supply of water it carried with it from 
the river it broke the levee on the opposite side and 
flooded a large section of country around Fort Jacké 
son. Trees, logs and debris of every sort, even to 4 
capsized coal barge, was deposited all over the 
vation occupied by Fort St. Philip. Small houses where 
members of the construction gang lived were demote 
ished, some larger bulldings wer: tipped partially over 
and much valuable lumber, cement and other bullding 
material was either carried off or rendered uselesa, 
Even the batteries suffered considerable damage. Sa 
much sand was carried through the doors of the pow- 
der chambers that almost all the powder at St. Philip 
was ruined.

We are acsured that when this instrument comes 
into use in St. Louis, our police attorneys will be 
able to ‘“‘make cases’ against the modern factory

Phonograph as Evidence. 


HE necessity of a machine to register 
and st-ndardize noise is shown by 4 
recent incident in Detroit. The Micht- 

gan Supreme Court decided that @ phonograph 
may be admitted as evidence in court to repro- 
duce sounds which are the subject of contro- 
versy. Frank Anderson, a hotel proprietor of 
Boyne City, brought a phonograph to court, 
with records of engine tooting and car rattling 
to prove that the presence of a railroad near 
his property was a nuisance and lessened its 
value.

ERE is the skeleton of an amazing 
H story. It is a panorema of the ex- 
periences of a handful of men and 
women enlisted in what they term ‘‘tie 
cause of liberty.’’ It is the first connected 
statement ever published of the extraordi- 
nary history of the St. Louis Junta of the 
Libera] Party of Mexico. 

Refugees from their own country, unable 
when they first came to St. Louis to speak 
the English language, arrested aud re- 
arrested, confined in Jail and their prop- 
erty confiscated, deprived of what they be- 
lieved to be ‘‘the freedom of the press’’— 
but what others contended was license and 
libel—the" members of the ‘‘Mexican 
Junta’’ have contrived, in a little more than 
a year, to arrest the attention of two na- 
tions and bring about serious international 
complications.

conspiracies, mystery upon mystery, secret ar- 

rests, star-chamber inquisitions, arbitrary ex- 
ecutions, murder charges. night racas, bAidnupingn, 
border vendettas, tumbling stock markets, riots and 
rumors of war furnish the dramutic trappings and 
settings of this story. High lights and color are here 
eliminated as far as possible and this made a plain, 
chronological statement of actual happenings. 

Feb. 22, 1906—Washington's Birthday—there came to 
St. Louis from San Antonio, Tex., a party of half a 
dozen Mexican men with their wives, childrén and 
the old fathers and mothe). of one or two members. 
They took a house at 107 North Channing avenue, Bt. 
Louis, and began the publication of a paper caued 
‘“Regeneracion,’’ It was printed in Spanish and cir- 
culated chiefly in Mexico and no attention was paid 
to it here.- 

Some of the men went to work at whatever they 
could find, manual! labor, chiefly, for little other em- 
ployment is possible in St. Louls for people who 
speak nothing but Spanish. There were two Mexican 
printers in the party and they set the type on ‘‘Re- 
generacion,” while others wrote the matter. 

Sept. 90, 1905, “Regenerusion’ published a. ‘“mani- 
festo” announcing the organization of the ‘Junta of 
the Liberal Party of Mexico.”’ with headquarters in 
St. Lou's, Ricardo Flores Magon, president; Enrico: 
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Fierea Magon end Juan Sarevia, vice-presidents; 
Antonio I. Villareal, secretary aid treasurer; Prof. 
Lébrado Ri: re and Marmue) Sarabia, members of 
the Executive Committee. Not all the officers of the 
junta were at that time in St. Louls; some were stili 
in Mexico, trying to work their way across the bor- 
der without attracting the attention of the Mexican 
Government. 

This “manifeste” began the remarkable series of 
events that have since followed each other in quick 
succession in the history of the St. Louls junta. aAl- 
most immediately a detachment of “plain clothes 
men’ from the St. Louls detectives department de 
scended on the North Channing house, searched it, 
arrested the twe Magons and Juan Sarabia on a 
charge of criminal libel and confiscated their print- 
ing office material and subscription Lass, 

Esperon de la Flor, a Mexican, had preferred the 
charges of libe! and brought suit at the same time 
for $2500 damages. He appeared to prosecute the 
ease, retaining two of the highest-pricea lawyers in 
St. Louis, although, according to members of the 
junth, he ie a man without means. drawing a salary 
of about $50 a month—ae an appointee of the Diaz 
Government. Enrique and Ricardy Magon and Juan 
Sarabia were thrown in Jalil, being unable to give 
bond. Although Antonie Villareal was here then, 
he was not arrested. 

The case was repeatedly continued, De la For, 
with his wife, remaining in St. Louis at great ex- 
p@se. In February the prisoners gave bond and 
the case continued until April, when the three Mexi- 
cans disappeared, leaving a note stating that they 
despaired of a fair trial and assuring the bondsmen 
they would be reimbursed. Shortly afterward the 
‘pondsmen were reimbursed. It was stated at the 
time that the refugees had gone to Canada. 

Publication of Regeneracion was resumed. afier 
Sarabia and ..e Magons had gone to Unnada, at 1759 
Sout.. Elg.coenth etreet. From there the junta moved 
to 3645 Lafayette avenue, staying close to the house 
and maintaining ‘secrecy as to their headquarters.

American style, was poured into ‘Diaz the Dictator.” 

Col. W. C. Greene’s operations at Cananea were 
attacked and the Mexican laborers there urged to 
strike. And strike they did. The b.oody riots of last 
June were laid at the door of the St ouis junta 
and again it came into the limelight, The American 
Minister to Mexico telegraphed Washingten that the 
St. Louls junta was regarded as responsible for the 
disturbances at Cananea. 

At that time it has since been learned, the Wash- 
ington Government started its immigration agents 
secretly on the trail of the 8t. Louis junta. Col 
“Bill” Greene sued “Regeneracion” for $50,000 dam- 
ages. Just then, too, «& St. Leuis merning paper, 
awakened by queries from its Washington corre- 
spondent, started a still hynt for the junta and 
found—two Mexican bronco busters In Dast 8t. Louis. 


.It laughed uproarously next morning at the idea of a 


revolutionary junta being in existence in Bt Louis, 
and declared that there were not more than half a 
dozen Mexicans in the city all told. 

Efforts on the part of the Mexican Government to 
the St. Leuls junta now became open 
and avowed Diplomatic pressure was brought to 
bear at Washington. St. Louls was reminded of the 
time when Diaz had accommodated her police by 
arbitrarily turning over Kratz, the DBoodler. ‘‘The 
system,” alarmed at the possibility of industrial un 
quiet in Mexico, gave out reports praising WViag and 
g the junta members as ‘anarchists.’ 

Then came rumor upon rumor of a proposed revo- 
lution in Mexico This was “featured” as a move- 
ment to drive the ‘‘gringoes”—Americans—out of 
Mexico. Offictal denials and assurances were now 
given out at Mexico City by the Government.

In the Limelight 


NM THE last three months theusands of cel- 
wmns have Been printed throughout the 
United States about the St. Leuls Junta 
Absolutely unknown a year ago, the march of 
events has brought the organization inte the in- 
ternational limelight until ene could hardly pick 
up a paper that had net something about it 
Eastern papers have watched the situation with 
close interest. One ef the great magasines sent 
a special correspondent to St Louis and te the 
border to study the situation A New York news 
paper did likewise and printed a page from 
Paso. A special commissioner was sent inte 
Mexico to get that end of the story. 

Column after column has been sent out from 
Washington on the 4iplomatic phases. South 
American papers, always interested in the Mex- 
ican and Central American s..uation—and with ® 
wary eye on the Monroe doctrine--have kept in 
close touch with the doings of the St. Louls 
Junta, The European papers have had it. This 
is one piece of news of international! political im- 
portance that has developed in St. Louis sinee 
the capture of Camp Jackson, 
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said that these same men were stood up against & 
dead wall, blindfolded, shot and thrown in a trench— 
for ‘violating the immigration laws.’’ 

Through the é¢arly part of September the United 
States War Department began rendezvousing troop? 
at border forts. “Of no significance,” said the War 
Department, “Just a part of the ‘fa!! maneuvers.” ” 
Hit the force at every tort along the border was !n- 
creased. 

In Mexico troops were being massed at the “dager 
points"—and @seurances given out at Mexico City 
that there wasn't a sign of trouble anywhere en the 
horizon. A hurried counsel of all the Governors of 
the States ef Mexice was calicd. 

Thus Sept. 16 came and passed with iittle de 
turbance—end the Mexican Government said, “W® 
told you s®. Of course,” ty anticipated, “friends ef 
the St Leuls junta will now assert that the revolu- 
tion was delayed because the Government was fore 
warned, but that will be all foolishness.” 

And the campaign to break up the St Louis just 
was again resumed through underground channels 














About this time Manuel Sarabia disappeared from 
St. Louis. Libardo Rivera had come on in the mean- 
time and he was left in charge ef the junta head- 
quarters, his principal duties being to receive the 
matl addressed to that organization. With him was 
Aaron Lopez Manzano. Both of these men were later 
secretly arrested by Secret Service employes of the 
United States Government and thrown in Jail at 
Ironton, Mo.

In light of that fact it is interesting .o know 
that up to this time no one seems te know just what 
became of Manuel Sarabia. But an ominous report 
came from Nogales, Ariz., in November that a man 
named Sarabla, one of those deported for. “violating 
the immigration laws,’’ in company with four others. 
had been shot at Hermisille, Mex.,, by Government 
troops. It was supposed at the time that this was 
Juan Sarabia, but Juan Sarabia was later located. 

The Nogales report has never been verified, nor 
hag a similar report from that section of Arizona that 
more than 600 Mexicans had been shot in different 
parts of Mexico shortly after Sept. 16 because they 
had been found te be in eemmunication with the 
Bt. Louls junta. 


In this connection one involuntarily thinks ef the 
subscription lists and papers ef Regeneracion that 
were confiscated when that paper was raided by the 
St. Louls pelice. Suppose—just suppose—that an 
agent of tte Mexican Government had found some 
opportunity to copy those lists! Of course—but, after 
all, that was the one thing that worried the St Louls 
junta members while they were in Jail here “It is 
@ matter of life and death for our friends in Mexico 
te be known to the Mexican Government,” they de 
elared solemnly. 

Antonie Villareal's name has come te be the one 
best known to the general public of al! those con- 
pected with the St. Leuls junta. It was his arrest 
et Hl Paso and the vigordlis attempt of the Mexican 
Government to have him extradited that finally cen- 
tered public interest on the complications tr olved. 

And in this connection is 4fscovered the mystery 
surrounding the whereabouts of Juan Sarabia. He 
had a close friend in Mexico, an officer in the Mexi- 
can army. One night werd was conveyed te Sarabia 
that his friend was dying, just across the border. and 
that he had important information and papers which 
he desired to turn over to Garabia. Sarabia crossed 
the Rio Grande that night and was drrested—be- 
trayed by his supposed friend. He was thrown tn 
Jalil. 

Before morning news had reached Antonio Viliareal. 
Betrayal of friendship seems not te be a part of 
Villareal’s character, for he at ence set about to 
liberate Sarabia by force. He organized a party for 
that purpose, but was thrown fn Jall. Tne Mexican 
Government asked his extradition on « charge of 
murder, end that he had broken inte a Government 
armory previous to coming te the United States. 
His connection with the attempt te release Savabia 
was not mentioned. Villareal resisted extradi- 
tien, denying the charges against him, and as- 
serting that {f he was given up to the Mexican 
Government ft meant death for political effenses. 

Just here eame «a striking .-splay of Latin-Amert- 
can cherecteristics, Ricardo Fiores Magon, whose 
exact whereabeut had never been known since he 
was supposed te have gone to Caneda from St. Louwls, 
sent from his hiding place a letter te Dias. The text 
of this letter was conveyed to Washington through 





diplomatic channels, and there given to the press. 
Accompanying its publication wis the statement that 
Diaz had been greatly frightened at the letter, and 
that he had forbidden its publication in the news- 
papers of Mexico, 

“You have taken the method of anarchists against 
my fellow Liberals,"’ wrote Ricardo Magon, known 
throughout Mexico as “The Scorpion.” If you take 
the life of John Sarabla you will have to pay for it 
with your own life. Had we been anarchists there 
have been many times when we cculd have shot yeu 
as you walked openly on the str sts. We did not 
went to fight that way. We war ed open warfare, 
a revolution that would free the »°or and down- 
trodden from your reign of tyran *. But if you 
cause Juan Sarabia’s death, look ett, Porfirio Diag, 
for your Own life!’’

ADIBS and gentiemen, ullow us to introduce you 
to Mr. Claosaurus, a member of one of the 
world’s first families. He ts not very beautiful 

to look upon, but he is more than three million years 
oid. 

Such, metaphorically, is the message of the scien- 
tists in charge of the Museum of Natural History 
to the citizens of New York. They have the skele- 
ten of this strange brute and are busy preparing it 
to be mounted in the gallery with others of the first 
inhabitants of the world. 

Millions ef years before the first man and the first 
woman walked in the Garden of Eden there were liv- 
ing ereatures on the earth. They were strange be- 
ings, unlike any that now exist. Many of them were 
monsters. Some were fierce and carnivorous, living 
on the flesh of their fellows. Others, with vast bulk 
of flesh, waddled about in the water and fed from 
treetops, their legs too weak to suppert their vast 
bulk om land. When they died they sank tnte the 
mud of the lake bottoms. 

“Thus the lakes became creat burial places, 

Ages and ages passed and the lakes themselves dis- 
appeareé from the face of the earth. Yet under the 
Ge@rig of their bottoms were still these wonderful 

Algo large rivers at flood time had washed into 
these old seas the remains of the carnivesous beasts 
that had died on the borders of-the s* ¢ams, They 
thus mingled their bones with those of the feeble 
giants they had hunted. 

Out in Wyoming and Montana are these oldest 


burial places of the world. Many of them have been 
found, and in the last few months their exploration 
has been going on systematically and thoroughly. 

The skeletons of hundreds of strange creatures have 
been recovered. . They are now arriving at the Nat- 
ura] History Museum. 

These are the real first inhabitants of the earth. 

Added to those previously collected and now on 
exhibition at the Museum, they show a multitude ot 
the marvelous beasts that roamed the land and 
forded the inland seas of this country when the 
world was young. 

Freight cars loaded with these remarkable relics 
have been afriving tn New York in the IXt few 
weeks, and more are yet to come. 

This is the result of the work of three parties of 
scientiste who have been excavating these old grave- 
yardse—the basins of lakes and rivers of prehistoric 
times—in the summer that has just ended. 

Some of this year’s finds are more curious than the 
brontosaurus, that 2-ton reptile whose skeicton is 
the chief treasure of the Natura! History Museum. 

But the bronto lived and died 8,000,000 years ago, 
while the creatures found this year lived in a far 
later epoch. The brontosaurus had been an extinct 
species when the beasts found last summer were liv- 
ing, four or five million years later. But even the, 
that was still some million years before Adam 

Two of the greatest finds this vear are the skele- 
tons of a claosaurus and a loxolophedon. monsters 
both, but differing from each other greatly in

This creature walked on iis hind lezs, and lid 
feeble arms and hands, with which it tore foliage 
from trees and bushes for food. 

This dinosaur dled more than three million years 
ago, in the Upper Cretaceous period of the earth's 
formation. Less than a million years later his species 
had vanished from the face of the earth, and nothing 
like him remained. 

The loxolophodon ts a great find, and 
skeleton is put together and exhibited at the Museum 
in Central Park West it will attract the wondering 
attention of all the world.

The bones of the loxolophodon were found 
Walter Granger last summer in the Washakie Basin, 
in Wyoming. 

Mr. Granger’s expedition also secured an interest- 
ing lot of the skeletons of the fitanotheres, a similar 
but smaller animal than the great elephantine beast 
of the six horns. 

Cf the three expeditions that went out the 
Museum this year, one went to the basin of a pre- 
historie lake in South Dakota, under charge of Ali- 
bert Thompson, with Dr. W. D. Matthews and W. 
K. Gregory. They secured a compiete skeleton of a 
meryeochocons, or antelope swine, a curious Rombi- 
nation of a beast that lived and whose type passed 
completely away in the Miocene period of the world, 


millions of years ago. 
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A land improvement company employed a novel 
means to reduce the height of a hill near Baltimore 
The summit of the hill was to be lowered 
nine feet. The operations covered an area 1500 feet 
long and 800 feet wide. From a stream near by 
water was forced at 8-pound pressure through eight- 
inch pipes to a five-inch reducing nozzle, and then 
against the wall of earth.
